NOTIFICATION 

(No. 0-17011 |2|89-CFS).—The Government of 
India notified in their notification No. O-J70ll|5| 
82-GOP dated 17th June, 1985, the continuance 
of the scheme of Central Government Guarantee 
as tile fifth phase ** for a period from 1-4-85 to 
31-3-90 to enable the Consumer Cooperatives and 
other cooperative institutions specified there in, to 
secure working capital loans from banking agencies 
on reduced margins during' the 7th Plan period- 

2. Having considered the increasing need for 
working capital requirements of the consumer co¬ 
operatives from banking institutions at reduced 
margin of 10%, if has been decided by the Govern¬ 
ment of India to operate the scheme of the Central 
Government Guarantee for a further period of 5 
years from 1-4-1990 to 31-3-1995 (i, e., 8th Plan 
period). 

3. All the Cooperative Societies availing of work¬ 
ing capital loans from banking institutions under 
the scheme will have to pay a guarantee fee of 1% 
per annum. 

4. In pursuance of the above decision the 
Government of India will consider enleiing into 
agreements in the form of Deed of Guarantee at 
Annexure-I, with any Apex (District Central Co¬ 
operative Bank, and bank constituted and functioning 
under banking companies (Acquisition and Transfer 
of Undertakings) Act, 1970|Sate Bank of India, 
constituted under the State Bank of India Act 
1955, a subsidiary Bank as defined in the State 
Bunk of India (Subsidiary Banks Act, 1959) in 
respect of secured advances made by them to :— 

(i) National Cooperative Consumers’ Federa¬ 
tion. 

(ii) All State Federation of Consumer Co¬ 
operative. 

(iii) All Wholesale ICentral Consumers Co¬ 
operative Societies. 

(iv) All State level Cooperative Federation 
engaged in the business of consumer arti¬ 
cles registered under any nomenclature pro¬ 
vided that their coverage under this guar¬ 
antee scheme will be restricted to their 
working capital requirements for distribu¬ 
tion of consumer articles alone. 

(v) All Cooperative institutions engaged in 
retail business in the distribution of consu¬ 
mer articles registered with whatsoever 
nomenclature and having sales turnover 
of at least Rs. 20 lakhs and in case of 
such institutions in the cooperatively 
underdeveloped states (Assam, Bihar, Me¬ 
ghalaya, Orissa, Rajasthan, West Bengal, 
Manipur, Tripura, and Nagaland) having 


the minimum annual sales turnover of 
Rs. 10 lakhs. 

5. The Central Government Guarantee will be 
available only in respect of secured loans and ad¬ 
vances guaranteed for specific periods before 
1-4-1995 with the prior approval in writing of the 
Surety, against pledge or hypothecation of goods, 
whicht would included book debts securities, invest¬ 
ments and other moveable property, to all coopera¬ 
tive institutions mentioned in para 4(i) to 4(v) 
above. The banks have to keep a margin of 10 
percent only on such loans and advances. The liabi¬ 
lity under the Central Government Guarantee in 
respect of any such loans and advances to any so¬ 
ciety will be limited to : 

(i) 25% of the amount of all guaranteed 

loans and advances actually outstanding 
on the books of the bank against the co¬ 
operative society on the date on which 
the notice of demand is issued by the 
bank in accordance with the terms of the 
agreement. 

OR 

Rs. 150 lakhs (Rupees one crore & 
fifty lakhs) in the case of the National 
Cooperative Consumer’ Federation, Rs. 100 
lakhs (Rupees one crore) in the case of 
all State Level Federations including Co¬ 
operative institutions mentioned in para 
4(iv) and Rs. 60 lakhs (Rupees sixty 
lakhs) in the case of all other cooperative 
institutions including those mentioned in 
para 4(v) irrespective of their place of 
business in metropolitan cities or else¬ 
where, whichever amount is less. 

6. The guarantee in pursuance of this Notifica¬ 
tion will be available only in respect of secured 
loans and advances granted, for specific periods, 
with the prior approval in writing of the Central 
Government before the 1st April, 1995. No loan 
or advance granted for the first time on or after 
the 1st April, 1995 and no increase in the amount 
outstanding in respect of any loan or advance sub¬ 
sisting' on the 31st March, 1995 shall be covered 
by the guarantee. The Central Government’s liabi¬ 
lity on account of this guarantee shall become deter¬ 
mined at the close of business on the 31st March, 
1995. 

7. The sooiety shall enter into an agreement with 
the President of India in the form provided in the 
First Schedule to the Deed of Guarantee, annexed 
hereto, undertaking:— 

(a) To pay tht dues of the bank regularly and 
promptly in accordance with the condi¬ 
tions laid down by the bank while sanc¬ 
tioning the loan, advance or cash credit; 

(b) To carry on the business of the society 
deligently with a view to making profit; 
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(c) To guarantee to the Central Government 

repayment of all moneys that may be re¬ 
covered by the bank from the Central Gov¬ 
ernment on account of any default on the 
part of the society to make payment to 
the bank on demand without demur; 

(d) To implement a system of regular verifica¬ 

tion of stooks, followed by prompt assess¬ 
ment of shortages, fixation of responsibility 
*nerefore and recovery of their value from 
those responsible; 

(c) To exercise strict caution in the extension 
of credit facilities to societies, institutions, 
and individuals, combined with measures 
for systematic and prompt recovery; 

(f) To ensure preparation of quaraterly trading 

and profit and loss accounts and balance 
sheet as on the last day of each quarter, 
together with preparation of a quarterly 
management report on the society’s working 
and submit a copy of it to the Central Gov¬ 
ernment and to the Slate Government every 
quarter; 

(g) To keep the properties and assets of the so¬ 

ciety free from encumbrances and attach¬ 
ments except those in favour of the Bank 
and in respect of which the Government has 
given guarantee to the Bank or those in 
favour of State|Central Government ; and 

(h) To provide all facilities to the Central Gov¬ 

ernment or uny person or persons nominat¬ 
ed by it in this behalf to examine the ac¬ 
counts of the society and its working. 

The agreement shall be executed before the date 
of drawal of the money. The Bank shall not make 
any payment unless the signed agreement and the 
Letter of Consent in the form provided in the second 
schedule to the Deed of Guarantee are furnished. 

8. The Central Government’s guarantee does not 
extend to the interest on the loans and advances 
granted by banks. 

9. Every bank shall continue to hold all the pro¬ 
missory notes and unrealised securities which may 
be available to the bank in respect of such loans gran¬ 
ted by it to the society even after realisation by it in 
full, of the outstanding dues to it in respect of the 
loans and advances advanced by it under the Central 
Government Guarantee, till the amount reimbursed 
by the Central Government as guarantor is realised. 

10. The bank shall obtain from the society and 
furnish to the Central Government, a Letter of Con¬ 
sent by the society as in the Second Schedule to the 
Deed of Guarantee, to the effect that the society 
agrees to:— 

fa) Continue to pay interest on any amount paid 
to the haul; by the Central Government in 
pursuance of the guarantee at the same rale 
at which interest has been or may be charg¬ 
ed by the bank on the loan or advance made 
to the sociely until the said amount is paid 


to or adjusted in lavour of the Central 
Government ; 

tb) Credit or permit the bank to credit to the 
account ot th c surety all the amounts paid 
by or recovered from the society on account 
of the lian or advance, after the date on 
which the. Central Government have re¬ 
imbursed any amount to the bank in pur¬ 
suance of the guarantee but after the banks 
claim in respect of the loans and advances 
covered by the guarantee has been fully 
satisfied and so long as the amount paid by 
or recovered from the society on account 
of thc loan interest and charges thereon 
have not been reimbursed by the society ; 

(c) The bank continuing to have and to exercise 

all the tights over the securities in favour 
of the bank in respect of all such loans and 
advances till all such claims of the Central 
Government are satisfied; and 

(d) The bank transferring its rights and' claims 
under such securities' to thc Central Gov¬ 
ernment if so required by the latter. 

11. In the even of the bank being satisfied that 
the sociely has failed to make regular remittances to 
thc bank against the advance made under the guaran¬ 
tee or lai’s to obtain the prior approval of the surety 
in writing for the continuance of a guarantee before 
its. expiry, the bank will not allow further drawals 
by the society at reduced margin and will continue to 
credit all further remittances, by the society to the 
account o" the guarantee loan till it is fully repaid. 

J2. The Central Government’s guarantee shall not 
be invoked on more than one occassion by the 
bank in respect of a particular society. Th e guaran¬ 
tee may be invoked at any time before thc 1st April, 
1955. The bank shall first issue a notice of demand 
on the society to pay the amount to it on account 
of the loans and advances granted to it by the hank 
and guaranteed by the Surety, within thirty days of 
thc date on which the notice asking for such repayment 
is served by thc bank. A cony of such notice should 
be endorsed to the surety simultaneously. On the ex¬ 
piry of the period of 30 days if the society does not 
make payment of the amounts, th e bank may issue 
n notice of demand on the Central Government. The 
Central Government shall reimburse to the bank the 
amount payable to it under the guarantee within a 
neriod of 90 days, from the date of receipt of thc 
bank’s notice invoking the guarantee and claiming 
payment, 

13. The bank seekina a guarantee in pursuance of 
this notification shall, in the event of the Govern¬ 
ment’s guarantee being invoked in the case of any 
hum or advance, undertake to credit to the Central 
Government anv sums which may be realised from the 
society after the bank has realised from thc society 
in fu'l the loans and advances guaranteed bv the 
Central Government, t shall be ob1iea*ory on the bank 
to take action in the above manner after the Central 
Government has reimbursed tbc amount under the 
guarantee.

14. The obligations ol the bank referred to in the 
above clauses shall continue till such tiuic as the 
amount reimbursed by the Central Government 
under the guarantee has been paid or credited to 
the Central Government or until the Central Govern¬ 
ment has agreed to adjust the said amount against 
any other amount due to be paid by it to the bank 
or to the society or to waive recovery of the 
amount. 

15. The Registrar of Cooperative Societies of the 
concerned State|UTs is legally and administratively 
the competent authority for exerci ing regular su¬ 
pervision over the working of the society and also lor 
taking appropriate remedial measures incase any ad¬ 
verse features are noticed in the affairs and working 
of the society, or if there is any report by the bank 
irregard to irregular remittances by the society or 
any other unde n'rable financial features in its opera¬ 
tion. It is clearly understood that this guarantee will 
be given only if the proposal is recommended by the 
Registrar of Cooperative Societies of the concerned 
State)UTs. A recommendation made by the Regis¬ 
trar of Cooperative Societies will be deemed to be 
an assurance by such Registrar that necessary steps 
will be the authority to enter into the prescribed ag- 
working of tbe 1 ociety and that appropriate remedial 
measures will be taken in case of any such adverse 
report received from the tankjor from the Govern¬ 
ment of India on the affairs and working of the 
society. 

16. Any officer of the rank of Director|Deputy 
Secretary and above in the Ministry of Government 
of India dealing in Consumer Cooperatives, New 
Delhi duly nominated by the competent authority 
will be the authority to enter into the prescribed ag¬ 
reement of guarantee with the banks for the Central 
Government Guarantee in pursuance of this notifi¬ 
cation, All banks referred to in the notification are 
advised to contract the officer incharge of the 
Guarantee and operation in the Ministry as indicated 
above in case they wish to avail themselves of 
the facility provided by the Centra] Government.

Tn consideration of the Bank making loans and

called the Society) at the latter’s request, after re¬ 
laxing margins which the Bank but for this guarantee 
might have normally kept, the Surety hereby guaran¬ 
tee.- to the Bank to the extent hereinafter provided 
the repayment of loans and advances by the society 
to the Bank subject to their terms and conditions 
hereinafter mentioned :— 

1. The Surety’s guarantee will be available only in 
respect of any secured loan or advance granted for 
specilic periods to the society with the prior approval 
in writing of the Surety by the Bank before the 1st 
April, 1995 against the pledge or hypothecation of 
goods, which would include book debts, securities 
investments and other movable properly. The Bank 
agrees to keep a margin of only 10% against such 
loans and advances. 

1. The Surety’s liability in respect of any Joan or 
advance granted as above to the said society shall 
not at any time exceed :— 

(i) twenty-five per cent of the amount of the 
guaranteed loans and advance i actually 
outstanding on the books of the Bank 
against the society on the date on which 
the notice of demand on the Surety is 
is-sued by the Bank in accordance with the 
provisions of the clause (3) hereof : — 

OR 

(ii) Rs.--lakhs only, whichever amount 

is less. 

3. The Bank may invoke the Surety’s guarantee 
at any time before the 1st of April, 1995 in the 
manner hereinafter specified, namly 

(i) The Bank shall first issue a notice of de¬ 
mand on the society to pay the amount due 
to it on account of the loans and advances 
granted to it by the Bank und guaranteed 
by the Surety, within thirty days of the 
date on which the notice asking for such 
repayment is served by the Bank. A cony of 
such notice should be endorcsed to the 
Surety stimulatneously.

(iv ) The Surety shall reimburse to the bank 
the amount due to it to the extent provi¬ 
ded in this guarantee within a period of 
90 days from the date of receipt by the 
Surety of the Bank’s notice invoking the 
guarantee and claiming payment. 

4. The guarantee herein contained shall be enfor¬ 
ceable against, the Surety notwithstanding that any 
securities that the Bank may obtain from the Society 
shall be outstanding or unrealised.

The Bank riiall not make any payment to the So¬ 
ciety unless the agreement in the proforma in the First 
Schedule and the letter of Consent as in the Second 
Schedule to the Deed of Guarantee arc furnished to 
It duly executed by the parties. 
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6. The bank shall agree, in eonsidcraion of the 
guarantee which is available to it from the Surety: 

(a) to pay or credit to the account or the Surety 
any amount which will be realised from the 
society after the date on which tire Surety 
has reimbursed the amount guaranteed, after 
it has realised in full the loans and advances 
guaranteed by the Surety;
